Rail Safety 
Study Is 
Started

W A S H I N G T O N (AP) - 


Spurred by the "new and cata- 
strophic potential for death and 
destruction" in train wrecks, 
the Nixon administration has 
proposed the first comprehen- 
sive federal railroad safety leg- 
islation. 


Sending the recommendations 


to 
Congress, 
Transportation 


Secretary John Volpe last week 
cited "a steadily rising trend" 
in rail accidents, many involv- 
ing shipments of hazardous poi- 
sons and explosives. 


"Existing rail safety statutes 


are inadequate to enable the 
government to respond to the 
problem," Volpe said, noting 
that—in an abrupt about-face 
since last spring—the railroads 
themselves now seem to agree. 


Unlike airlines and trucks, 


railroads thus far have escaped 
any sort of comprehensive mini- 
mum .safety standards set by 
the 
government, 
despite 
at- 


tempts in the past to pass such 
legislation. 


The proposal itself does not 


outline specific 
safety meas- 


ures, rather it would permit the 
secretary of transportation to 
draw 
up regulations setting 


minimum standards for, among 
other 
items, tracks, rolling 


stock and loading procedures. 


The administration bill, writ- 


ten from the report of a task 
force composed 
of 
railroad 


management, labor and govern- 
ment representatives, is the 
third such safety measures to 
be introduced this year. 


Sens. Vance Hartke, D-Ind., 


and Abraham A. Ribicoff, D- 
Conn., have introduced their 
own bills—both of which remain 
in committee.

Storm Laurie

Tropical storm Laurie whistled 
across the Gulf of Mexico today, 
aiming for Louisiana's vulnera- 
ble coastline.

At 5 a.m. CDT, Laurie was

Court to Hear 
Case of Draft 
Challenge 


WASHINGTON (AP) ~ 
The 


Supreme Court agreed today to 
hear another challenge of the 
draft—the one claiming that the 
provision of continuing registra- 
tion requires self-incrimination 
by those who refused to register 
initially. 


The petition, filed on behalf of 


Robert I. Toussie, a 28-year-old 
Brooklyn business tycoon, also 
contends that without the con- 
tinuing registration requirement 
the federal five-year statute of 
limitations would apply, begin- 
ning with a youth's 18th birth- 
day. 


Toussie was convicted in a 


federal district court in New 
York City in 1967 of failing to 
register for the draft. He ad- 
mitted refusing to register and 
said he could not do so for rea- 
sons of conscience. 


The Supreme Court is being 


asked to apply its 1968 Marchet- 
ti decision- which 
held'that 


'gamblers could not be prosecut- 
ed for refusing to regisf -r and 
to incriminate themselves to 
the continuing registration pro- 
vision of draft reflations. 


The 
government 
contends 


that, although the draft statute 
does not spell out the continuing 
offense, it was the intent of Con- 
gress, as ruled by the district 
court. 


This is the third major attack 


on draft laws and rules which 
the court has agreed to hear 
this session. The court already 
is considering suits challenging 
the right of draft boards to or- 
der priority induction of war 
protesters and contending that 
conscientious objection to the 
draft may be based on grounds 
other than religion.

Injuries to the Eye 
Are Serious Problem 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Accidental injuries to the 


eye are still a serious prob- 
lem. A large proportion of 
them result from the care- 
less handling of BB guns, 
sling shots, arrows, sharp 
sticks, scissors and other 
pointed objects. Teach your 
2hild never to point a weapon 
at another person and never 
to run while carrying sharp 
objects. 


For a burn of the eye, 


whether caused by a flame 
or a chemical, immediate 
flooding with cool tap water 
will minimize the damage. 
This can be done by lowering 
the eye into water held in a 
dish or the cupped hands. It 
should be continued for 15 
minutes, then the eye should 
be seen by a doctor. 


If your child must wear 


glasses, you should ask for 
safety lenses. They are tough 
and shatterproof and have 
saved the sight of many per- 


the tired-child syndrome- 
lack of pep, poor appetite, 
fitful s l e e p and, in some 
cases, vague pains. A series 
of 30 such children were 
denied access to TV and all 
their symptoms cleared up 
in two or three weeks. 


Most children may be al- 


lowed TV viewing in moder- 
ation—30 to 60 minutes five 
or six days a week. At best, 
e x c e s s i v e viewing has a 
damaging effect on a child's 
creative ability. Damage to 
his eyes is harder to prove 
but most authorities, to be 
on the safe side, recom- 
mend sitting at least eight 
feet from the screen.

Injuries to the Eye 
Are Serious Problem 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Accidental injuries to the 


eye are still a serious prob- 
lem. A large proportion of 
them result from the care- 
less handling of BB guns, 
sling shots, arrows, sharp 
sticks, scissors and other 
pointed objects. Teach your 
child never to point a weapon 
at another person and never 
to run while carrying sharp 
objects. 


For a burn of the eye, 


whether caused by a flame 
or a chemical, 
immediate 


flooding with cool tap water 
will minimize the damage. 
This can be done by lowering 
the eye into water held in a 
dish or the cupped hands. It 
should be continued for 15 
minutes, then the eye should 
be seen by a doctor. 


If your child must wear 


glasses, you should ask for 
safety lenses. They are tough 
and shatterproof and have 
saved the sight of many per- 


the tired-child syndrome- 
lack of pep, poor appetite, 
fitful s l e e p and, in some 
cases, vague pains. A series 
of 30 such children were 
denied access to TV and all 
their symptoms cleared up 
in two or three weeks. 


Most children may be al- 


lowed TV viewing in moder- 
ation—30 to 60 minutes five 
or six days a week. At best, 
e x c e s s i v e viewing has a 
damaging effect on a child's 
creative ability. Damage to 
his eyes is harder to prove 
but most authorities, to be 
on the safe side, recom- 
mend sitting at least eight 
feet from the screen.

Film-maker Federico Fellirii 
made the ultimate statement 
in this regard several years 
ago, you may remember. 


In "8M»," the hero is first 


glimpsed trapped in a mind- 
bending traffic snarl near 
Rome in which n o t h i n g 
moves. The end of the world, 
perhaps? Jean Luc Godard 
made the same comment in 
"Weekend." 


It is pretty much the same 


throughout Europe. Frank- 
furt, Stuttgart, H a m b u r g , 
Brussels, L o n d o n , Stock- 
holm, Paris: The price of 
progress is high. 


In Italy, Fiat provides a 


good example of this sort of 
progress. The c o m p a n y 
(Fiat means "Fabbrica Ital- 
iana Automobili Torino") 
was founded in 1899 with 
only, 50 employes; now the 
payroll numbers about 168,- 
000 people. 
,. 


Its giant Mirafiori plant in 


Turin covers the complete 
cycle of operations from the 
f o u n d r y to the finished 
mechanical product. Not 
even General Motors, the 
local behemoth, makes its 
own steel. In 1968, the com- 
pany produced some 1.5 mil- 
lion passenger cars making 
it, next to Volkswagen, the 
largest automaker outside 
the United States. 


While the U.S. market has 


always been important to 
Fiat, only recently has it 
been able to produce the sort 
of automobiles demanded by 
Americans. In the early '50s, 
it offered the smaller pro- 
ducts which couldn't cope 
with American d r i v i n g 
habits and, admitting defeat, 
all but pulled out. 


Today, however, the com- 


pany is moving up fast. In 
fact, the latest figures from 
R. L. Polk & Co. show that 
in August, Fiat had pushed 
aside Volvo to become the 
country's fifth largest-selling 
import.

the last 150 or more dates 
drawn will likely escape the 
draft entirely. 


Everybody else will have to 


take out his scratchpad and pen- 
cil and start figuring the odds 
on the basis of the number of 
men in the draft pool and the 
rat 
at 
which they're being 


called up each month. 


If the system were in effect 


now, as Selective Service offi- 
cials explain it, 18-year-olds 
would figure there would be 
something like 600,000 available 
for the draft next year after re- 
jects and deferments. 


Draft calls hopefully will drop 


off to something like 200,000 
from this year's 300,000 plus. 


That would mean men with 


birthdays on the last 200 or so 
dates drawn in the lottery would 
likely escape the draft and those 
with the first 100 birthdates 
drawn 
would 
probably 
be 


called. The remaining 65 birth- 
dates would be borderline cases. 


The callups vary from month 


to month but a man who drew 
the 100th date could figure he'd 
be called near the end of the 
year, a man who drew 50 would 
probably be called about mid- 
year. 


Students and technical people 


getting deferments would draw 
their draft eligibility placement 
for their 19th years like every- 
one else and would come back 
into the draft pool with that 
same placement when their de- 
ferments ended four years later. 
• 
All this is how the lottery sys- 


tem 
is to work when it is well 


established. 


The 
first 
year, 
however, 


would be a transitory one in 
which all men between 19 and 
25, not just 19-year-olds, would 
be subject to the draft under the 
system.

State policemen are civil 
servants whose primary re- 
sponsibility is lo enforce the 
laws and regulations govern- 
ing the use of highways. In 
some states, they also may 
investigate crimes.' such as 
thefts, murders and nar- 
cotic^ violations. 


While most of the 300,000 


state troopers across the 
nation spend the great bulk 
of their time out on the high- 
ways, some engage in spe- 
cialised work, such as fin- 
gerprint c l a s s i f i c a t i o n , 
c h e m i c a l or micr.oscopic 
analysis, i n s t r u c t i o n of 
trainees, piloting police air- 
craft or serving with special 
units, such as mounted po- 
lice, canine corps and har- 
bor patrols. 


The largest force is in 


California, with about 3,000 
officers; the smallest is in 
Nevada, with fewer than 100. 


Opportunities for s t a t e 


police jobs are regarded as 
excellent for qualified ap- 
plicants. 


Employment is expected 


to rise rapidly through all 
of the 1970s. Most of the in- 
crease will be needed for 
highway patrol and related 
activities, but part will be 
needed in criminal investi- 
gation and other functions.

tion. Some specialists will be 
needed in the 
expanding 


crime laboratories and elec- 
tronic data processing cen- 
ters. 


State civil service regula- 


tions govern appointments. 
Other e n t r y requirements 
vary by state, but usually 
applicants must be at least 
21. Most states also require 
a high school education or 
an equivalent combination 
of education and experience. 


Officers also must pass a 


competitive examination and 
meet physical and personal 
requirements. Often, tests of 
strength and agility are re- 
quired. 


Honesty, good judgment 


and sense of responsibility 
are especially important in 
police work. Thus, investi- 
gation of an applicant's char- 
acter traits and background! 
is necessary. 


In all states, a training 


program extends over sev- 
eral months. Recruits re- 
ceive classroom instruction 
in state laws and jurisdic- 
tions, study accident investi- 
gation, patrol, traffic control 
and other procedures. They 
learn to use firearms, defend 
themselves from 
a t t a c k , 


handle an automobile at. high 
speeds, administer first aid 
and deal with other emer- 
gencies. 


High school courses in 


English composition, reading 
comprehension. A in e r i c a n 
history, civics arid govern- 
ment,' psychology, sociology 
and physics are helpful in 
preparing lor a career in 
police work. Physical edu- 
cation and sports activities 
also are useful in developing 
stamina and agility. 


As a general rule, recruits 


must serve a probationary 
period r a n g i n g from six 
months to two years 
or 


more. After specified periods 
of t i m e , officers become 
eligible for promotion, and 
most states have merit sys- 
tems.
